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STOCKS  OF  LEAF  TOBACCO  OWNED  BY  DEALERS  AND  MANUFACTURERS  1/  2/ 
Total  Inventory  of  Leaf  Tobacco  Slightly  Higher  Than  A  Year  Ago 

Leaf  tobacco  inventories  in  the  United  States  and  Puerto  Rico  totaled 
4,537  million  pounds  (farm-sales -weight)  as  of  October  1,  19 6l,  on  the  basis  of 
the  quarterly  stocks  reports  of  dealers  §/  and  manufacturers.  This  is  an  increase 
of  6l  million  pounds  compared  with  a  year  earlier.  Flue-cured  stocks  were  higher 
because  of  a  faster  rate  of  marketing  the  1961  crop  compared  with  the  previous 
year  but  stocks  of  bur ley  leaf  were  down  considerably  compared  with  a  year  earlier. 
Tobacco  growers  marketed  9&5  million  pounds  during  the  third  quarter  (July- 
September,  1961),  consisting  mostly  of  flue-cured  but  including  some  Maryland  and 
cigar  leaf.  During  the  corresponding  period  last  year  853  million  pounds  were 
marketed  by  growers. 

The  marketing  year  for  all  kinds  of  tobacco  except  flue-cured  and  cigar 
wrapper  is  on  an  October -September  basis  (table  3)«  The  indicated  total  disap- 
pearance (exports  plus  domestic  consumption)  during  the  1960-61  marketing  year 
for  all  U.  S.  grown  types  combined  for  their  respective  periods  was  2,056  million 
pounds  compared  with  1,95**  million  during  the  previous  year.   Indicated  domestic 
consumption  of  U.  S.  grown  tobacco  was  1,^90  million  pounds,  the  highest  since 
1953*   In  addition  to  the  U.  S.  grown  tobacco,  approximately  172  million  pounds 
(unstemmed  equivalent)  of  imported  tobacco  was  used  by  domestic  manufacturers 
during  the  past  year.   In  turn,  the  U.  S.  exported  5&7  million  pounds  during 
the  I96I  marketing  year  (50^  million  during  previous  year). 

Stocks  as  of  October  1,  I96I,  included  665  million  pounds  (farm-sales -weight) 
of  leaf  tobacco  under  Government  loans  (707  million  pounds  as  of  October  1,  i960). 
These  loan  stocks  were  divided  as  follows:  Flue-cured,  506  million  pounds; 
burley,  88  million;  Maryland,  3«5  million;  fire-cured,  31*8  million;  dark  air- 
cured,  15.6  million;  and  cigar-leaf,  20.0  million.

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CIGARETTE -LEAF  STOCKS 

Burley  and  Maryland  Stocks  Show  Decreases 

Stocks  of  flue -cured  tobacco  on  October  1,  1961,  were  2,584  million  pounds 
compared  with  2,469  mjllion  reported  on  hand  a  year  ago.  Marketing  of  the  1961 
crop,  currently  estimated  at  1,253  million  pounds,  began  in  July  and  sales  by 
growers  totaled  9^3  million  pounds  by  the  end  of  September.  During  the  corres- 
ponding quarter  last  year  838  million  pounds  were  sold. 

Burley  stocks  of  1,127  million  pounds  represented  a  decrease  of  64  million 
pounds  compared  with  the  previous  October  1  (1,191  million).  Bases  on  October  1 
stocks,  total  disappearance  of  burley  tobacco  during  the  marketing  year  just 
ended  (October  i960 -September  1961)  amounted  to  549  million  pounds  compared  with 
535  million  during  the  1959-60  period.  Indicated  domestic  consumption  was  508 
million  pounds  (up  9  minion),  and  exports  were  4l  million  (up  5  million). 

Stocks  of  Maryland  tobacco  were  70.0  million  pounds,  a  decrease  of  0.9 
million  from  holdings  on  the  previous  October  1  (70.9  million).  Sales  of  the 
i960  crop  on  the  auction  markets  were  completed  in  July,  1961.  Disappearance 
of  Maryland  leaf  during  the  I96O-61  marketing  year  was  33*7  million  pounds, 
1.5  million  above  the  previous  year.  Domestic  consumption  amounted  to  21.7 
million  pounds  (20.4  million  in  1959-60),  and  exports  12.0  million  (ll.9  million 
in  1959-60). 

Foreign-grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  stocks  (Turkish  and  other)  were 
222.3  million  pounds — somewhat  above  last  October  1  (209.6  million). 

DARK  TOBACCO  STOCKS 

Fire-cured  and  Dark  Air-cured  Stocks  Lower 
than  on  last  October  1 

Fire -cured  tobacco  stocks,  reported  as  113.7  million  pounds,  were  considerably 
lower  than  a  year  ago  (123.4  million).  The  decrease  was  largely  in  holdings  of 
type  22,  but  stocks  of  type  21  also  were  lower.  Fire-cured  stocks  on  October  1, 
1961,  were  divided  by  types  as  follows:  Virginia  fire-cured  20.9  million,  Eastern 
District  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  fire-cured  74.0  million,  and  Western  District 
18.8  million.  Disappearance  of  fire-cured  tobacco  during  the  I96O-61  marketing 
year  totaled  55. 1  million  pounds  compared  with  51.5  million  during  the  previous 
year.  Exports  of  27.2  million  pounds  were  3.2  million  pounds  higher  than  during 
the  previous  marketing  year.  Domestic  consumption  was  27. 9  million  compared  with 
27.5  million  for  1960-61. 

Dark  air-cured  tobacco  stocks  on  this  October  1  were  62.2  million  pounds, 
a  decrease  o-?  k  mTTiinn  pounds  compared  with  holdings  a  year  earlier  (66.2  million). 
Stocks  of  each  type  were  lower  than  on  the  previous  October  1.  Inventories  on 
this  October  1  of  One  Sucker  were  37«9  million  pounds,  Green  River  19.3  million, 
and  Virginia  sun-cured  5.0  million.  Disappearance  of  dark  air-cured  tobacco  during 
the  1960-61  marketing  year  was  24.0  million  pounds,  about  the  same  as  the  figure 
for  the  previous  year.  Exports  were  5.0  million  pounds — 0.8  million  less  than 
for  the  year  before,  and  domestic  consumption  was  19.0  million — up  0.9  million. 
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CIGAR  LEAF  STOCKS 

Holdings  of  Domestic  Cigar  Leaf  up  slightly  from  a  year  ago 
Stocks  of  Foreign-grown  Cigar  Leaf  larger 

Cigar-leaf  stocks  of  all  domestic  types  including  Puerto  Rican  totaled 
285 A  million  pounds  ( farm-sales -weight)  on  October  1,  1961 — slightly  above 
a  year  earlier  (280.0  million).  Stocks  of  foreign -grown  cigar-leaf  totaled 
69.O  million  pounds  (unstemmed  equivalent)  compared  with  62.9  million  reported 
the  previous  October  1. 

Overall  stocks  of  the  cigar -filler  types  of  175*7  million  pounds  were  about 
5  million  above  those  on  the  previous  October  1.  The  increase  was  accounted  for 
by  larger  stocks  of  type  hi,     Pennsylvania  Seedleaf  stocks  this  October  1  were 
llU.9  million  pounds,  Ohio  filler  17. 6  million,  and  Puerto  Rican  filler  -4-3«3 
million.  Disappearance  of  the  filler  types  for  the  I96O-6I  marketing  year  totaled 
81.6  million  pounds — considerably  higher  than  for  the  previous  year  (80.8  million). 
Domestic  consumption  was  Ql.h  million  and  exports  0.2  mi  I lion  pounds. 

Cigar -binder  stocks  were  80.0  million  pounds  on  October  1,  1961 — also 
unchanged  from  a  year  earlier.  Holdings  of  types  $h   and  55  increased,  but  stocks 
of  the  Connecticut  binder  types  were  down  from  October  1  a  year  ago.  Connecticut 
Valley  Broadleaf  stocks  this  October  1  were  18.6  million  pounds,  Connecticut 
Valley  Havana  Seed  12.7  million,  Southern  Wisconsin  23.3  million,  and  Northern 
Wisconsin  25. h  million.  Disappearance  of  the  cigar-binder  types  totaled  29. 1 
million  pounds  during  the  I96O-61  marketing  year  (29. h  million  in  1959-60). 
Exports  were  2.1  million  pounds,  and  domestic  consumption  27. 0  million — each 
about  the  same  as  during  1959-60* 

Shade -grown  cigar  leaf  stocks  were  29.6  million  pounds  compared  with  29.2 
million  a  year  ago.  Holdings  of  type  6l  were  18.1  million,  and  of  type  62, 
11.5  million. 

Stocks  of  Cuban  leaf  (Havana)  were  reported  at  39*0  million  pounds — a 
decrease  of  h.f  million  from  a  year  ago.  Holdings  of  Philippine  Islands  (Manila) 
stocks  at  lU.O  million  pounds  were  about  1.9  million  higher  than  on  last 
October  1.  Stocks  of  Sumatra  and  Java  leaf  were  1.1  million  pounds  (0.5 
million  a  year  ago)  and  other  foreign  grown  lU.O  million  (6.7  million  a  year  ago). 

Stocks  represented  in  Tobacco  Sheet  Show  Increase 

Stocks  of  leaf  represented  in  inventories  of  "tobacco  sheet"  totaled 
7.3  million  pounds  (reporting  weight)  compared  with  6.0  million  on  the  previous 
October  1.  Of  the  total  in  "tobacco  sheet"  this  October  1,  5.5  million  pounds 
was  for  use  in  cigarettes  and  smoking  tobacco,  and  1.8  million  for  cigar  binder 
including  a  small  quantity  for  wrappers.
